Health department officials 
have also expressed concern 
about the number of homeless 
people in the county who have 
greater exposure to mosqui- 
toes. 

A meeting was held Tuesday, 
Oct. 14 at the United Way of 
Palm Beach County 
Conference Center in Boynton 
Beach. 

Officials alerted residents a 
few weeks ago that sentinel 
chickens locáted in Canal Point 
had tested positive for expo- 
sure to the disease, which is 
carried by migrating birds. St. 
Louis Encephalitis’ is the most 
common form of encephalitis in 
North America and is transmit- 
ted from birds to humans via 
the Culex nigripalpus mosqui- 
toes, a small brown mosquito 
that breeds in standing water. 
The feeding patterns for this 
mosquito are at dusk, to a less- 
er degree at night, and again at 
dawn. 

“Although all segments of the 
population should take preven- 
tative measures, the homeless 
are believed to be most at risk 
because they are outside when 
the Culex mosquitoes are most 
active; from dusk until dawn,” 
said Don Titen with United 
Way of Palm Beach County. 

The following personal mea- 
sures are urged to minimize 


treating on Oct. 31 


mosquito bites: 

* Minimize outdoor activities 
during evening and nighttime 
hours (dusk to dawn). 

* If nighttime activities are 
necessary, long sleeve shirts, 
long pants and socks are ret. 
ommended along with the use 
of insect repéllents. 

* Use insect repellents that 
contain DEE'* (diethyltolu- 
amide). Parents are advised to 
use mosquito repellents on chil- 
dren that contain less than 
10% DEET. Read the label 
carefully to make sure it is for 
children's use and follow direc- 
tions carefully. Promptly wash 
repellent off when night time 
outdoor exposure is over... 

* Ensure that screens on 
windows, doors, and patios are 
in good repair.to prevent mos- 
quitoes from entering the home 
and containers are emptied of 
standing water to discourage 
breeding. d 

* When planning necessary 
night time activities or events, 
use common sense. If the loca- 
tion is near heavy vegetation or 
wooded areas where mosqui- 
toes are prevalent, consider 
rescheduling to daytime hours 
or relocating the event indoors, 

Palm Beach County Mosquito 
Control and the cities are con- 
tinuing spraying and monitor- 
ing of the mosquito population 
in the county. Mosquito trap 
counts were down over 60% 
this week from previous weeks 
due to the sustained winds 
seen throughout the week.

UF researcher: Teens who drink are 
more likely to be sexually active

Alcéhol use is the best predictor of whether 
teen-agers are sexually active, regardless of 
their race or gender, a new University of Florida 
study finds. 

“One of the most effective ways to reduce 
teen-age pregnancy is to steer kids away from 
alcohol,” said Danile Perkins, a professor in 
UF's family, youth and community sciences 
department. “If we can target our prevention 


work at, alcohol and engage kids in positive, 


activities outside of school, ‘we can decrease the 
odds they-will be sexually active." 
"Heavy alcohol use tripled the likelihood of 


+ teen-age sexual activity for white males, dou- 
bled it for Hispanic'males and increased it by 18 _ 


percent for black males, the study found. For all 
females, alcohol use was the one risk factor that 


¢ increased the probability of sexual activity by 


10 percent br.more. 

Research shows alcohol lowers inhibitions and 
interferes with people's ability to make sound 
decisjons based on logic and thought, Perkins 


said. "If you're both drinking alcohol and a little A 


out of it, ‘it might seem like the right thing to 

do," he said! í 
The study.is based or a survey of more than 

15,000 students between the.ages of 12 arid 17 


in Michigan public schools'in spring and fall , 


1994. It found that the average agé at which 
teen-agers become sexually active is 14, said 
Perkins, who did the reséarch with professors at 


Michigan State University and the University, 


of: Wisconsin. 

1f the risk factors remain constant, the study 
found that a significantly higher proportion of 
black teen-age males were sexually active (79 
` percent) than Hispanic males (54 percent) and 
“white males (37 percent). Similarly, black teen- 
age females were more likely to be sexually 
active (57 percent) than their Hispanic (38 per- 
cent) and white (33 percent) counterparts. ` 

“One possible reason for the high rates among 
Africán-Americans is, sexual activity involves 


less of a social stigman for them than for adoles- 
cents in other cultures" Perkins said. "Not only 
may it not be viewed as especially risky or 
taboo, but it may actually be considered normal 
or expected behavior. For Hispanics, it may be 
the influence of Catholicism on their culture. 
that. lowers the rates they*engage in sexual 
activity." 

As, with using heavy amounts of alcohol, get- 
ting low grades or experiencing peer pressure 
made teen-agers of both sexes and across all 
ethnic groups more likely to have intercourse, 
the study found. - 

“Often what we see in early adolescence is 
that parents’ involvement in school drops dra- 
matically and they become too removed from ` 
their child's education," Perkins said. “Succeed- 
ing in class and after-school programs is impor- 
tant because it helps teen-agers to foster a 
sense of self that makes it easier for mem to get 
through difficult times." ` 

Even though peer pressure plays a major role . 
in teen-age decision making, it does not rule out 
the influence that parents càn have, he said. 

"There is no doubt that teens turn to peers for 
advice on dating ahd other subjects, but if they 
have à really difficult question to ask in terms 
of their future - like whether tó go to college or 
pursue a career - they're going ^to turn tó their 
parents,” Perkins said. ` 

Low church attendance and viewing God as 
unimportant in one's life were risk factors for 
whites and blacks, but not for Hence, 
Perkins said. 

"The results of our study suggest that par- 
'ents, programs and communities should focus ' 
their efforts on trying to decrease the risk fac- 
tors and increase opportunities for adolescents 
to build the skills necessary to deal with diffi- 
cult situatiohs,” he said. “For example, if you're. 
a mom or dad, maybe making that extra effort 
to attend church services or allowing your child 
to participate in youth groups at church would 
be`helpful. You could also encourage your teen 
to get involved in extracurricular activities that 
allow them'to build their skills."

As a member of the medical 


` profession, I have to admit I'm `. ji 


‘@s guilty as the next one when 
it comes to miscommunicating 
with patients! Doctors and 
nurses are used to speaking a 


certain type of language, and ^ 


many times we forget to 
“switch” to regular English 
when talking to our patients. 
Here are some anecdotes I 
rant to share with you to illus- 
LL what I'm talking about: 

A patient newly diagnosed 
with insulin-dependent dia- 
betes had been taught self- 
injection using normal saline 
(salt water) and an orange. A 
week later he was hospitalized 
with a blood sugar of 690mg/ml 
(normal blood sugar usually 
ranges from 70-110). After he 

as stabilized,.a nurse brought

him an insulin vial and asked 
him to demonstrate his injec- 
tion technique. to assess his 
readiness for this discharge. He 
drew, up the correct dosage 
without difficulty and then 
looked around with a confused 
expression. "I can't give this," 
he said. "I don't have an 
orange." When questioned, the 


nurse discovered that he had 
been injecting the ordhge with 
the insulin and then eating it. 

Then there's the case of the 
elderly woman who had sought 
relief for persistent naüsea and 
vomiting. She called the doc- 
tor's office wondering what to 
do with the "silver bullets" that 
were to be inserted every four 
hours as needed for nausea, 
She couldn't understand how 
something made of foil could 
dissolve in the body. The nurse 
neglected to tell her to remove 
the foil BEFORE inserting into 
the rectum. 

With more and more patients 
being discharged sooner rather 
than later, we often are teach- 
ing about medicine and self- 
care as the patient goes out the 
door. It's tempting to. assume 
that our instructions are clear 


and we don't always have the 
luxury of evaluating whether 
we're assuming correctly. 
Unfortunately, nearly every 
nurse can recall an occasion 
when what seemed as clear as 
water to her was clear as mud 
to her patient. 

Using jargon every day as we 
do, it's easy to forget that not 
everyone speaks our language. 
But for the patient confronted 
with "foreign" words, an 
already unsettling experience 
may become downright fright- 
ening. For 149» of the newly 
admitted patients that were 
asked, "radiology" meant "can- 
cer treatment" to them (it's 
actually the term used for “x- 
ray department") When the 
nurse asks you if you had a BM 
today, she means did your bow- 
els move on,not? If you heard 


the word "void", most people 
would not have a clue as to 
what it means (“to urinate”). 
The aides come in and say. “I 
,need to take your vitals.” You, 
as the patient, might respond 
by saying “My vital what? Is it 
something I’m going to miss or 
need down the road?” 

One of the most famous slip- 
ups we commit involves three 
letters: NPO. NPO is an abbre- 
viated version of Latin words 


‘90s holistic approach to sports

In the last twerity years, we 
have been bombarded by high- 
@ech rehab equipment that 
eliminates the “hands on” ther- 
apy that was once common- 
place in sports rehab. We've 
spent so much time with the 
machines that we forgot that 
there was an individual using 
it. High tech has its place, but 
“rehabin. the ‘90s” is taking a 
step backwards, we're going 
e to the basics to rehab the 
jured athlete. 
We no longer rehabilitate the 


injury, we rehabilitate the ath- 
lete as a whole. There is a holis- 
tic approach that is underway 
to rehab the athlete to their 
pre-injury status and to return 
the athlete back to competition 
better conditioned than when 
they left. 

"The trend is to go more 
toward functional rehab or 
sports-specific rehabilitation, 
as opposed to the machine 
rehab that we have done in the 
Larry Gardener, PT,

fruit juices and water, blow the 
nose, and for stüffy or dry 
noses, use fluids and hot show- 
ers. Normal saline drops in the 
nose with gentle bulb suction- 
ing is effective in relieving con- 
gestion in small children. Give 
acetaminophen for aches and 
fever and the pain of a sore 
throat. Use of over-the-counter 
medications should be used 
sparingly and for the purpose 
of making the child more com- 
fortable. 

“You should call the physi- 
cian immediately if breathing 
becomes difficult and not better 
after you clear the nose or if 
your child starts acting very 
Sick," according to Dr. Colaizzo.

Once we have - 
determined what the athlete 
does during competition, we 
can structure a program that 
will challenge those skills and 
movements. This will also tell 
us what pieces of equipment to 
use. 

The equipment can be as sim- 


ple as a bungee cord and har- 
ness called' SportsCord. While 
the cord is attached to a sta- 
tionary object, like a beam, the 
athlete stretches the cord by 
walking away from the beam. 
The athlete must use more 
force as tension increases. The 
athlete must then use control 
as they return to the starting 
point without the cord "shoot- 
ing" them back. SportsCord is a 
simple piece of equipment but 
gives an incredible lower 
extremity workout that chal- 
lenges both strength and bal- 
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(nil per os) which means “noth- 
ing by mouth". If a nurse says 


to you that you will be NPO 


after midnight, ask her to clar- 
ify. 

I encourage all of you mem- 
bers of the non-medical commu- 
nity to ask questions if you 
don’t understand something. 
Don't take anything for grant- 
ed. There are no silly questions 
when it comes to your health. 

As nurses, one of our roles is 
to máke the patient more com- 
fortable, to help him cope with 
illness. And yet, we may be 
unwittingly making things 
worse, Communication is key to 
our job, and the key to under- 
standing. We need to take time 
to make sure that nothing is 
lost in the translation.

Bill Rankin was having -a 
very bad day. It started when 
the enginé on: his F8U: super- 


sonic jet flamed out somewhere - 


over eastern Virginia. It got 
worse when the Marine pilot 
was forced to’ eject from his 
crippled plane. 

And. it really got bad when 
Rankin’s freefall sent him right 
into one of the strongest thun- 
derstorms in Virginia history. 

Yes, Bill Rankin was having 
a very bad.day. Yet, he would 
survive his amazing experi- 
ences become the first man 

(on Ord to parachute jump 
through a violent thunder- 
. storm. 

Lt. Colonel William H. 
Rankin’s wild ride began on a 
stormy afternoon not far from 
Norfolk, Virginia. It was: 1959 
and Rankin, one of the 
Marine's top pilots, was on a 
routine test flight. 

Rankin was flying over east- 
ern Virginia at 49,000 feet 
when his routine flight ended. 
Suddenly, the jet engine 
Stopped working, . forcing 


Rankin to jump from the plane. , 


It was a jump right ihto the 
, history books. 

“It hit me like a tidal wave of 
air," said Rankin as he fell into 
the thunderstorm: "I was 
pushed up, pushed down, 
stretched, slammed and pound- 
ed. I felt as if I were not only 
fighting for my life, but for my 
sanity as well!” 

Rankin felt the blood rush to 
his’ fect and then to his head

Rankin spent nearly two 
weeks in a local hospital recov- 
ering from his injuries: He 
later described his parachute 
jump into a thunderstorm in 
The Man Who Rode Thunder, 
his autobiography, published 
by Prentice-Hall. 

Living in Florida, we've all 
experienced strong thunder- 
storms with torrential rain, 
gusty winds arid dangerous 
lightning. But, only Bill 
Rankin has seen.a thünder- 
storm from the inside out.

When you lease.a car, your 
monthly payments can be hun- 
dreds of dollars less than if you 
were to buy the same car.

Economically speaking, cars 
consist of three parts: equity or 
ownership, depreciation and 
interest expense. If you finance 
the purchase of a car, you pay 
for all three parts, and you own 
the vehicle once you've finished 
paying. If you lease, you are 
paying only for the use of the 
vehicle. Therefore, you pay for 
the car's depreciation and 
interest, not the equity, and 
you return the car at the end of 
the lease term. This is why 
monthly*lease payments. are 
lower than purchase pay- 
ments. 

To determine if you should 
buy or lease, ask yourself these 
two questions: 

1. How many miles do you 
drive each year? In most leas- 
es, you are allowed to drive 
only 15,000 miles per year, or 
60,000 miles-on a four-year 
lease. Anything more will cost 
you up to 25 cents a mile. 
Therefore, leasing works best 
for people who drive less then 
15,000 miles a year. 

2. How long do you generally 
keep your cars? Leasing is best 
for people who keep their cars 
for four years or - less. 
Remember that when leasing, 
you never enjoy a payment-free 
month.
